Carstairs Journal:—It may be a 
surprise to some of the journal 
readers to be told that there isa 
colony of beavers five miles east of 
itis a fact. On the land of Geo. 
Hutchinson, about 200 yards from 
his house, a cclony of these ani- 
mals are constructing a dam across 
the Rosebud at a point best suited 
for the work. Mr, . Hatchinson 
was in the Journal office Thursday 
and gave some interesting facts re- 
garding the intelligence shown by 
theseanimals. Inthe construction 
of their dam they use poplar and 
willow trees and brush,stone and 
mud, and the manner of construc- 
tion is evidence of wonderful ani- 
mal mechanical ability, Where 
the current acts strongly upon the 
dam they have placed sticks a 
near endways to the current as 
possible and braced ingeniously 
against the dam. Sticks of poplar 
are cut off ona bevel arid other 
beveled to fit. Stones are so placed 
as to bind and weight down the 
structure, The beavers have been 
working there for about two months. 
The dam is about twenty feet wide 
and as the water rises in their dam 
pond they build higher, so that 
but little water goes through and 
the pond is getting larger. Many 
visitors are going to see it. Mr. H. 
has seen some of the beavers.
